THE ANNUAL CONVENTION 


With the adoption of resolutions reiterating the industry’s 
position on descriptive labeling, requesting the Canning Code 
Authority to continue its efforts for incorporation of the descrip- 
tive labeling plan in the Canning Industry Code, and urging 
canners to cooperate with the Legislative Committee to secure 
in Federal legislation appropriate provisions for descriptive 
labeling of canned foods, the National Canners Association 
brought to a close on January 18 one of the largest conventions 
in its history. 

Labeling and legislation were the two subjects considered 
by canners at practically every meeting held during the week 
of the convention at the Stevens Hotel. The labeling question 
was likewise brought before the annual meeting of the Canning 
Machinery and Supplies Association, which adopted a resolution 
approving the descriptive labeling plan and tendering that asso- 
ciation’s cooperation to the canning industry in securing its 
adoption. 

Chief among the features of the convention’s activities and 
proceedings were: 


Exposition of the labeling and legislative situation by mem- 
bers of the Labeling and Legislative Committees and counsel for 
the National Canners Association, and endorsement of the indus- 
try’s plan for descriptive labeling by representatives of distribu- 
tors’ organizations, including the National-American Wholesale 
Grocers Association, the United States Wholesale Grocers Asso- 
ciation, Associated Grocery Manufacturers of America, and the 
National Association of Retail Grocers. 

Discussion of proposed descriptive terms at commodity 
group meetings and appointment of, or provision for, commodity 
subcommittees to continue work on descriptive terms and to 
arrange for and cooperate in the work on objective tests in con- 
nection with these terms. 

Authorization by the Board of Directors for the Legislative 
Committee to study legislative proposals introduced in Congress 
that may affect the canning industry and to make representa- 
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tions to Congressional committees on the position of the Asso- 
ciation and the industry with respect to these proposals. 

Announcement by the Labeling Committee that in view of 
the present situation with respect to the labeling question, it 
would seem the part of good judgment for canners to place, when 
necessary, orders for such labels as they will require for the 
1935 season, but not to order supplies in excess of such amounts, 

Adoption of the Association’s budget for 1935 and the fixing 
of the rate of membership dues at one-third cent per case for 
seasonal and one-sixth cent per case for nonseasonal products. 

Approval of the request of pitted red cherry canners for 
the establishment of a section for that commodity. 

Meeting of canners, under the auspices of the Code Author- 
ity, at which were presented a review of the negotiations for the 
code, the organization of the Code Authority, and the activities 
it has carried on. 

Adoption by the Conference Committee of definitions for 
the terms “prompt shipment” and “immediate shipment” and 
revision of the net weight for choice cling and free stone peaches 
in No, 2% cans. 


COMMODITY GROUP MEETINGS ON LABELING 


Discussion of descriptive terms was the principal feature 
of the commodity group meetings held on Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday. The majority of these groups had before them 
for consideration terms proposed in the report made by the Com- 
mittee on Standards and Labels or terms formulated by sub- 
committees that had been appointed for the respective commodi- 
ties. A number of the groups appointed or arranged for new 
or enlarged subcommittees ; others continued the subcommittees 
previously appointed. All arranged for continuance of the work 
on terms, with which there will also be work connected with 
the development of objective tests and coordination of these 
tests with the terms finally decided upon. It will devolve upon 
the general Labeling Committee to coordinate the entire plan 
as applied to the -arious products. 

Following are brief statements as to each group meeting, 
with the personnel of the subcommittees selected: 


APPLES AND APPLE PRODUCTS 


After a presentation of the labeling question by a representative of 
the Labeling Committee and discussion of terms, it was voted to appoint 
two committees to do further work on the formulation of descriptive terms.

ASPARAGUS AND SPINACH 

The descriptive terms for asparagus as proposed by the Labeling Com- 
mittee were discussed and approved, and the existing committee on aspara- 
gus was continued to do such further work as may be found necessary. In 
the absence of adequate representation of spinach canners the descriptive 
terms for this product were discussed in an informal manner, and the 
subject was referred to the Labeling Committee with the idea that the 
subcommittee should be reconstituted to carry on the work. 


LIMA BEANS 


Various changes were approved in the déscriptive terms as originally 
proposed for lima beans, and the further development of the terms was 
entrusted to a committee consisting of: G. L. Webster, G. L. Webster Co., 
Cheriton, Va.; N. H. Fooks, Mt. Airy Canning Co., Mt. Airy, Md.; Henry P.

BERRIES, PLUMS, AND PRUNES 
In view of the fact that labeling recommendations covering these prod- 
ucts had previously been made to the Labeling Committee, the canners met 
informally in this group and took no further action at the time. The sub- 
committees for the respective products will be continued. ” 


BLUEBERRIES 
Dis- ussion of proposed descriptive terms was followed by appointment 
of » committee to develop further the details of descriptive labeling for 
blucberries, this committee consisting of: Charles A. Stewart, A. L. Stewart 
& Sons, Cherryfield, Me.; James Wyman, Jasper Wyman & Son, Millbridge, 
Me.; Fred C. Black, Black & Gay Canners, Inc., Thomaston, Me. 


The group voted to form a permanent organization and elected officers. 


PITTED RED CHERRIES 
The group discussed the proposed descriptive terms for pitted red 
cherries and made some changes in the terms as tentatively proposed. For 
further development of the details of the descriptive plan, the present 
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subcommittee was continued with the understanding that it will be enlarged.

The group adopted a resolution requesting the National Canners Asso- 
ciation to authorize the organization of a Pitted Red Cherry Section, and 
selected officers for the section. 

CORN 


Discussion of the labeling question was followed by adoption of a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a nominating committee consisting 
of the presidents of canners’ associations in corn-canning states to appoint 
one member from each of the corn-canning states to serve on the subcom- 
mittee for descriptive terms for canned corn. The selection of this commit- 
tee had not been completed at the time the convention adjourned and will 
be announced later. The question of label allowances was presented, but 
no action was taken by the section. 


GRAPEFRUIT AND GRAPEFRUIT JUICE 


Discussion of descriptive terms was limited almost entirely to grape- 
fruit, and tentative approval was given to the various terms proposed. 
Further development of the work will be in the hands of the Florida Grape- 
fruit Canners Association, serving as the subcommittee on the commodity. 


KRAUT 


The section endorsed the descriptive labeling plan and the report of 
the subcommittee on descriptive terms for kraut. It voted continuance of 
the present subcommittee for further work on the subject, the committee

PEACHES, APRICOTS, AND R. A. CHERRIES 
After informal discussion, it was agreed that further details on terms 
for these products should be worked out by subcommittees to be named later 
by canners in the Pacific Coast states. 


PEARS 


Proposed descriptive terms on style of pack, number of pieces, and 
density of syrup were discussed and tentatively approved. It was the sense 
of the meeting that canners in attendance should present these recommenda- 
tions to their individual associations and state associations for further 
consideration. 


The subject of descriptive labels was presented by representatives of 
the Labeling Committee, after which there was discussion of the factors 
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involved and the various terms proposed. A motion was adopted providing 
for the selection of a committee of not less than five members to continue 
work on the development of descriptive terms for canned peas, this com- 
mittee to be selected by the presidents of canners’ associations in pea- 
canning states. The selection of the entire subcommittee was not com- 
pleted at the time the convention adjourned and will be announced later. 


PIMIENTOS 


As the result of discussion of descriptive terms proposed for pimientos, 
the group decided that another meeting should be held in March in Macon, 
Ga., with Walter L. Graefe serving as chairman of the committee to be 
selected to meet at that time. 


PUMPKIN AND SQUASH 


Following discussion of proposed descriptive terms for these products, 
the following committee was selected to continue consideration of the terms 
on pumpkin and squash for recommendation to the Labeling Committee:

SWEET POTATOES 


In the absence of representative canners of this product, no action 
was taken, and the recommendation was made to the Labeling Committee 
that the committee on sweet potatoes be reconstituted to make such further 
studies as may be necessary. 


TOMATOES AND TOMATO PRODUCTS 


Beside a general discussion of the labeling question and the presenta- 
tion of suggested descriptive terms for canned tomatoes and tomato juice, 
the subject of special provisions for payment of wages on tomatoes on a 
flat piéce-work basis was presented. A committee was appointed to collect 
additional information regarding the operation of this provision during the 
1984 canning season, so that adequate data may be presented for considera- 
tion by the NRA. 

The section took no action with reference to the question of label 
allowances which was brought before the section by reference from the 
Conference Committee. 

The chair was authorized to appoint a committee of five to carry for- 
ward the devélopment of descriptive terms for canned tomatoes, and a 
committee of three for tomato juice.

MEETING OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS , 

The principal business before the Board of Directors at 
their meeting preceding the convention was consideration of 
reports from the Labeling and Legislative Committees and rec- 
ommendations from the Administrative Council on the 1935 
budget and rate of dues. 


Resolutions were adopted authorizing the Legislative Com- 
mittee to make an analysis of the Copeland bill (S. 5) revising 
the Food and Drugs Act, and to present to Congressional com- 
mittees the position of the Association with respect to that bill; 
to consider other legislative proposals and take appropriate 
action; to take steps deemed necessary in the committee's dit 
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cretion to secure incorporation of the descriptive labeling pro- 
gram in appropriate legislative proposals to be presented to 
Congress. 

The budget as recommended by the Administrative Council 
was adopted, and the rate of dues for 1935 fixed at one-third of 
a cent per case on seasonal products and one-sixth of a cent per 
case on nonseasonal products. 

The request of a representative of canners of dog and other 
animal foods that they be admitted to membership in the Asso- 
ciation was referred to the Administrative Council for further 
consideration. 


ANNOUNCEMENT BY LA. Sr ON ORDERING OF 

In anticipation of definite or final action on the labeling 
question, many canners who find it necessary to get new or addi- 
tional labels for the 1935 season have delayed placing orders or 
have placed conditional orders. Consequently label printers are 
likely to have a congestion of work when orders are finally placed. 

Whatever action is taken on labeling, whether under the 
code or through legislation by Congress, a certain amount of 
time must elapse before a new labeling system can be placed in 
operation. Even with the immediate adoption of the descriptive 
labeling system, considerable time will be necessary to work out 
completely the descriptive terms to be used, and more time 
perhaps to develop and perfect the objective tests required in 
connection with these terms. 


Under these circumstances it would seem the part of good 
judgment for canners to place, when necessary, orders for such 
labels as they will require for the 1935 season. It would not 
seem good judgment to order supplies in excess of such amounts, 
because regulations in connection with any new labeling system 
will doubtless give a reasonable period within which to use up 
labels in stock but will also limit the period within which such 
old labels may be used. 


MACHINERY AND SUPPLIES ASSOCIATION APPROVES 
CANNERS’ PLAN 
At its annual meeting on Wednesday morning the Canning 
Machinery and Supplies Association adopted the following reso- 
lution endorsing the descriptive labeling system and tendering 
the Association’s cooperation and support to the canning indus- 
try toward securing adoption of the plan: 
Whereas, The Standards and Label Committee of the canning industry 
has developed a plan for the descriptive labeling of canned foods, and 
Whereas, The principle and system of descriptive labeling have been 
tecommended for incorporation in the Code for the canning industry and 
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have been approved as the basis for revision of the standards and labeling 
provisions of the Food and Drugs Act, and 


Whereas, The producers of equipment and supplies for the canning 
industry have common interests with canners in the adoption of standards 
and labeling laws and regulations that will operate effectively to the bene- 
fit of both consumers and the industry, therefore be it 


RESOLVED, That the Canning Machinery and Supplies Association 
endorse the principle of descriptive labeling and tender to the canning in- 
dustry its cooperation and support toward securing the adoption of the 
system of descriptive labeling. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE MEETING 

At the meeting of the Conference Committee of canners, 
brokers and distributors on Monday, the question of increasing 
label allowance was raised by representatives of the wholesale 
grocers, and at their request this subject was presented to the 
various commodity group meetings for their consideration. Ina 
similar way the matter of excessive denting of cans in shipment 
was called to the attention of the group meetings. 

Definitions for the terms “immediate shipment” and 
“prompt shipment” for domestic and export shipments were 
adopted by the conference, as follows: 

Domestic: “Immediate” shipment—shipment within five days, not 
including date of the order or Sundays or holidays. “Prompt” shipment— 


shipment within ten days, not including the date of the order or Sundays 
or holidays. 


Export: “Immediate” shipment—shipment within ten days, not includ- 
ing date of the order or Sundays or holidays. “Prompt” shipment—ship- 
ment within twenty days, not including the date of the order or Sundays 
or holidays. 

It was recommended that in purchasing canned food prod- 
ucts by the pound, the Navy Department be requested to deter- 
mine net weights on the basis of the conference committees’ 
approved net weight list. 

On recommendation of the National Canners Association 
research laboratories, the conference approved a change in net 
weight declaration on No. 24 choice cling and free stone peaches 
from 1 Ib. 14 oz. to 1 Ib, 13 oz. 


REPORTS MAILED TO MEMBERS 

Copies of the annual report of the Secretary and the annual 
address of the President, with which is printed the audit of the 
books of the Association for the year 1934, are being mailed to 
all members. With these two publications are also being sent 
the data on canned corn, peas, tomatoes, and green and wax 
beans compiled by the Statistical Division of the Association, 
and a copy of the Copeland bill (S.5) for the revision of the 
Food and Drugs Act.

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PUBLIC HEARINGS ON RED SOUR CHERRY AGREEMENT 


A series of four public hearings is being held on a proposed 
marketing agreement for red sour cherries for canning and cold 
packing at Ludington, Mich., January 25; Sturgeon Bay, Wis., 
January 28; Rochester, N. Y., February 1; and Salt Lake City, 
February 8. The provisions of the proposed agreement are in 
regard to minimum prices to producers, grade provisions accord- 
ing to United States standards, and regulations of “toll” pack- 
ing. The agreement provides for a control committee of 16 
members from five producing districts, and the members of the 
first control committee would be named in the agreement. 

A minimum price of three cents per pound would be estab- 
lished in the agreement with a provision which might permit a 
higher minimum to be recommended by the control committee 
not later than June 1 of any year. Any such increased minimum 
price would become effective when approved by the Secretary. 


HEARING ON CANNED DOG FOOD STANDARDS POSTPONED 


Public hearing on proposed definitions and standards of iden- 
tity and biological value, and labeling requirements for canned 
dog food and a plan for their enforcement, originally scheduled 
for January 29, 1935, has been postponed until February 5. 


MORE TRADE AGREEMENTS UNDER NEGOTIATION 

Notices of trade agreement negotiations with Finland, Italy, 
and Canada have been announced by the State Department. The 
latest date for submitting written statements to the Committee 
for Reciprocity Information is February 4 for the Finland agree- 
ment, March 4 for the Italian agreement, and March 11 for the 
Canadian agreement. The dates for oral presentation of views 
are February 11, March 11, and March 18, respectively. 


PROGRESS OF SHRIMP PACK 


The total pack of shrimp during the week ended January 16, 
1935, amounted to 7,361 cases, making a total of 805,123 cases 
since August 2, 1934, as compared with a pack of 5,200 cases dur- 
ing the week of January 17, 1934, and 649,242 cases from Au- 
gust 3, 1933, to that date, according to a report of the Shrimp 
Section of the National Canners Association. 
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
